Gives some Impressions Gathered During His 
Campaign In the Land of the Rising Sun 

"MY FAITH IS HIGH FOR JAPAN!'* 

AM neeustomed to i-eceivinR a waim welcome as 1 move about the world, but 
never have I experienced anything inore delightfully an expression of absolute 
unity than my reception by the people of Japan. 1 know, nf course, that it is a 
reflection of their feeling toward The Antiy, and it is very remarkable. 

It suggests to me that no matter what religion a man follows or professes to 
follow, there is .somelhing Tm-uianiental in tha human spirit toward thp.t which is 
spiritual and eternal, something that is very much alike in all races and among all 
peoples and religions, and even with those of no religion. This genera! recognition 
of what is absolutely vital and fundamental to us is significant of influence and pro- 
gress in the future. 

These enthusiasms towards us have shown me again how certain it is that there 
will be a fruitage and harvest some day, as a result of the most simple and even 
insignificant efforts to make known The Army's message. 

My position, ijiy jiame, r,iy long association with The Army have, no doubt, add- 
ed something to what has otherwise been done, but these things have not called 
forth the wonderful national enthusiasm 1 have witnessed. That has, in large 
ineasiue, resulted from the steady, thoughtful, humble witnessing of little groups 
of Salvationists, going on wee'K after -neek, year aft:;;- jCar, holdiTifr up Christ be- 
fore the nation, proclaiming the truth as it is in Jesus, holding out hope to subjects 
of evil, The.se are the things from whidi thp wonderful manifestations have really 
sprung. 

Penitent-Fonn Reflections 
; like t.he Japanese people and I had something of a surprise during my visit 
to their countr.v. While 1 have known quite a nurhber of Japanese, 1 was .scarcely 
prepared to find sn large a proportion of the population at once so intelligent, 
and well-informed. I am takin^r away a very high estimate of the people. In 
my judgment this nation, already nearly eighty miiiions in population, and pos- 
sessing a country teeming with wealth of nearly every icind, maintaining a 
peasantry among the most able agriculturists in the world, is destined to play an 
important part in future history. 1 am not a politician. I have only a slight 
acquaintance with many of the international prnbiems of these times; but, so far 
as I have any judgment or leanings, I would say, let us of the Western nations 
recognize a friendship which will be to the higiiest interests of the world. In 
my humble judgment the British and Japanese Empires, standing together, may 
do a great deal for the true progress of the world. A friendly Japan is "ndeeci 
of mo]-e value to any nation than many armaments. 

Question of Population 
1 found tliat the elder statesmen of Japan are anxious about providing for 
their increasing population, one that increases about twice as rapidly as the 
population of the United Kingdom, and I hinted to some of them that they have 
yet within the Japanese Empire room for very large expansion. They need not 
be too anxious about this matter. 

Anxiety for Enlightenment 
I talked to some of the great people of the nation, including Premiers, 
Ministers, Judges, Members of both Houses, Lawyers, Writers, and so on, and they 
aij, or nearly all, impressed me as being ready to leaiT., anxious to hear, willing to 
receive light, even to the sacrifice of preconceived notions and strongly-held opin- 
ions. They all love their people and have a Jioble ambition for them. With regard 
to the various religions, especially Buddhism and Confucianism, even those who 
thought most highly of these faiths acknowlcdgetl the need of something more, and 
some of the most highly placed and best educated declared their readiness to be led 
foi-ward. The attitude of the multitudes is that of a man waiting outside a door at 
which he has knocked, wondering whether it wull be opened, and resolved, if it is, 
to enter in. 

The Japanese FeopEe 
The scenes we witnessed at the penitent-funn in my uieetings deeply impressed 
me. The serious and eai-nest manner, the intense feeling, the wonderful praying of 
many of the penitents, chiefly men, has helped nie to see that the Japanese has 
exactly the make-up which The Army is fitted to meet, and which Jesus Christ 
especially desired to bless. There is a virile quality about them. This is especially 
so with the men, the women, who are intensely sensitive, being backward. This 
virility is very attractive. Although, of course, if turned in the wrong direction it is 
dangerous and ruinous alike to body and soul, it is just the quality which we need. 

W^e have had such confessions, .such entreaties, such crying out to God by 
people who knew nothing about Him, but who wanted to find Him, as I liave rarely 
seen in any of my wanderings. As a consequence, my heart has been strpngply 
dra\vn toward the people. I have experienced an enlargement in viewing the vast 
crowds to whom I have spoken, followed by a sense of Divine help in watching them 
struggle with unbelief, acknowledge sin, cry out for God's aid, and put their trust in 
Christ. 

Wliile the penitent-fo»'m results have been extraordinary, I do not attach so 
much importance to those as I might do, if only our foi-ces were larger and better 
able to follow up wjiat has been begun. Still, I do praise God for every heart- 
cry which has ascended to Him, even from tlie darkest soul. Watcliing some 
men — and sometimes men and their wives together — so evidently gi-oping toward 
the Light, so svidently sincere in their longinEs for a better life, 1 hnve felt that, 
surely, if only they caught a glimmer of Divine radiance, if only thev heard the 
echo of a distant Voice, they were blessed and lielped, and He who began the 
good work will finish it.

Sfcaff-Captaiu MeiTit, has been 
Hoonah, where the Congress 
was- held, is a native Indian 
town. The iMayor and Council- 
lors Imd uil ihe planked streets 
scrubbed and new lights placed 
in the thoroughfares which were 
decorated with (lags for the 
occasion. Tlie whole "town" 
turned out to greet the dele- 
gates, including tlie Town Im- 
provement Society, the Greek 
Catholic Church and the Koly 
Cross Society , the representor 
tive of the latter holding out 
the golden cross. 

Over two hundred delegates 
from outside places assembled 
with the local comrades, and 
the meetinus were full of bless- 
ing. Tbe Officers' and Locals' 
Councils were of a most help- 
ful character. One Local Offi- 
cer said: "In oldeu times, be- 
fore matches came Into use, we 
had to carry Are to light flres. 
Now God has stirred np tbe fire 
in niy soul and I am going forth 
to set others on Are for God and 
Hie KiagiJsm." An Envoy said, 
"I'm glad tor the instructions 1 have received, as 
1 waut to do The Army in The Army way." 

I was well imp.resEed with our Envoys and 
Spr^eant-R-Major, FOme nf whom have now been 
promoted to tbe rank of Field-Captain. They are 
all highly respected by their people and are good 
leaders. 

The chcuB, introduced by Staft-Captaln Merrltt. 
was the favorite singing gem of the Congress: 
"Give me oil In my lamp. 
Give me oil In my lamp, 1 pray; 
Give me oil In my lamp, 
Keep me burning in the camp 
Until the break of day." 

As tbe delegates put to sea in their small Ash- 
ing boats, early In the morning following the Con- 
gress, the sfalns of this chorus could be beard. 

1 can scarcely realise that since leaving Winni- 
peg, en October 20th, 1 have traveled 5,000 miles; 
2,000 miles by water in six different boats. We 
i^ouducted. liming the tuur, HfLy-Heven meetings, 
six for young people, seven for Officers and Locals, 
three Home League meetings, and six "lecturea." 
Over 330 seekers knelt at the mercy-seat; one 
hundred and twelve of that number tor Salvation. 
This has been the most Intensive and far-reaching 
Campaign ever conducted by Salvationists In 
Alaska. 

One can only understand the greatness of 
Alaska by visiting it. Until 1SG7 Alaslia was part 
of the Russian Empire, and was known as Russinn 
America. Tbe n.amo Alaska is derived from the 
Alent word "Alnkahak," meaning a great country 
or continent. It is 000,000 square miles in extent, 
and credit tor the discovery of the Alaskan Coast, 
in 1730, is given to Michael Grozdet Qeodealst, a 
surveyor.

Some people have tbe Idea that Alaska Is a 
country of glaciers and Icebergs and polar hears. 
Government reports show that In mineral wealth 
alone it has produced to the value of live hundred 
million dollars, and Its fisheries an even greater 
amount. The fur trade and timber of the country 
also bring great returns. 

Alaska possessesi 100,000 sQuare miles of agri- 
cultural lands, and to-day hundreds uf occupied 
honiesteuds are under success'ful cultivation. 

Alaskan summers are Ideally pleasant and de- 
lightful. Long days and warm sunshine give 
sturdy growth to plant life. Throughout the terri- 
tory flowers and berries grow in profusion. The 
midnight sun on tbe Yukon and tbe Aurora 
Borealls, with Its columns of dancing lights, 
which may be seen in Alaska In more magnificent 
display than anywhere else in tlie world, the gi-eat 
snow-capped mountains and tbe wonderful, big 
evergreen trees, are wonders of beauty. 

Alaska has a niimher Of Incorporated tov;ns 
which are quite modern, possessing up-to-date con- 
veniences, beautiful homos, stores, schools, hos- 
pitals, churches and societies. White people, from 
all po,rt8 of the world, are settlers In this new 
country, becoming citizens, of tbe U.S.A. They are 
surely out to boost tbe land of their adoption. 

Native villages are making great strides, conse- 
quent upon the improved school system, and also 
due to miaalonary work. Tbe Thlingots and 
Tsimpseana, with their many clans, are thrifty, 
peace-abiding people. War and strife are evils of 
the past. The old community bouse, which con- 
sisted of one room and stove In the centre, is fast 
disappearing, and homes are to-day being built 
after tbe white man's model. 

Tbe natives who have bad a chance of being 
educated aro brilliant, and amongst them are some 

are very devout, Our work Is chiefly amons tbo 
natives, and they compare tarorably with their 
white comrades In loyalty to ths Flas, aad In Uielr 



ion sense of responsibility for 
tbo souls of others. 

I shall never forget tbe won- 
dcitul Prayer meetings, which 
were conducted by the Envoys. 
Thftir well-selected songs, and 
wise ways of dealing with 
the unconverted, beggar de- 
scilptlon. The results achieved 
were wonderful every time. 

Our nntivo coinrr.dea buUii 
their own Halls, with very little 
iisslstance from Headquarters, 
and I have been delighted not 
only In seeing the v.-eli-con- 
structed buildings, but In noting 
the neat and clean way In 
which they are kept. There ara 
no mortgages on these proper- 
ties. 

One cannot go through Al- 
aska without seplng much of tbe 
fruit or the work put in by 
early Missionaries In Metlak- 
atla. Our welcome meeting was 
held In Father Duncan's 
Church. This is the largest 
church In Alaska. Metlakatla 
was founded by Tsimpscan In- 
diana, under the leadership of 
Father Duncan, in 18S7, and 
while the reTnaiiis of this great 
missionary lie in a grove, with 
but a wooden tablet to mark the grave, every- 
where memorials are to be seen of his life and 
work. 

We heard tell of the Influence at the splendid 
tolllngs of the Reverend Mr. Crossley and his wife. 
Mr. Crossley came out of Ingersoll, Ontario, and Is 
an uncle to Adjutant Cooper. He commenced his 
missionary work In Northern B.C., In 1874. 

Other missionaries were mentioned, and not 
least amongst them the late Major Robert Smith. 
Major Andrews and tbe Klondyke Party of 1898, 
who sowed good seed which ha.^i resulted Ir a 
bountiful harvest. 

Our native comrades love the Flag, 1 ehnll not 
soon forget tbe outstretched hands pointing to tbe 
Flag as they BanE,"We'lI never let the old Flag tall," 
tills being tbe closing song of our Congress. In 
Glen Vowell there Is preserved the first Army 
Flag unfurled In that part. Though badly torn It is 
kept In saered memory of early-day battles. . 

1 met three Local Officers who have great 
records of service In Tbe Army and eserelse a ro- 
ma-kable infiuence upon the people. Each of 
these men was converted while serving a term in 
prison, and Is a product of Qur Prison-Gate work, 
During the Congress we sang, "We shall have 
a new name in that land," but they gave me two 
new names at tbe close of the Congress, in 
Thinglet: Cllnket— Deeth-ln-tain (A Great Chief) ; 
the otber given by a Princess: Set-staw-a-kali 
(The Mun Who Knows). I am wall fl.\ed for names, 
nowl 

The Army has a wide Influence. We were In- 
vited to see Mr. George A. Parks, tho Governor of 
Alaska, and in conversing I found him a warm 
friend of The Army and well posted In onr aims.

sT IS difficult to describe the mani- 
I festations which were made of the 
veneration with which the General 
was regarded by the Japanese people 
(luring his visit to the country. For 
centuries they have been taught to 
revere age, but the following inci- 
dents may convey the intended im- 
pression: 

Wliile talking with the General a 
veteran Officer noticed th.it one of 
the General's white hair.'^ had been 
blown on to the cap which the Offi- 
cer was holding in his hand. Con- 
tinuing the conversation he carefully 
guarded the shining strand and 
triumphantly carried off that single 
hair as a treasure to be most 
jealously prized. 



Many of the Salvationists who 
went to greet the General at Yoko- 
hama took with them snapshot 
cameras, and they engineered for 
favorable positions on the quayside. 
When the General appeared, how- 
ever, hi.'; countenance filled them 
with such veneration that they felt 
they could not take his picture in 
full- face. They waited until he had 
passed on and then took their photo- 
graphs. 

In speaking with the editor of a 
leading Tokio newspaper the writer 
was asked if it would be possible to 
obtain a verbatim shorthand report 
of the General's address at the Civic 
Keception. Sui-prised at the request, 
he reminded uie editor that the 



General would talk only on reli^oufi 
matters and would make a direct 
Salvation appeal, "copy" which news- 
papers generally discarded. 

"t can't help what he says," came 
the answer. "Such an old man must 
have something good to say, so we'll 
get the verbatim and print it. 

Innumerable instances of this es- 
teem have already occurred. They 
give some idea of the extent of the 
opportunity for proclaiming The 
Army's message, which the General 
found in Japan. 

So anxious was one newspaper, to 
get the first picture of the General 
in Japan that the reporter toot 
aboard the liner carrier pigeons 
which were released as soon as the 
vessel reached the quay, carrying 
under their wings the photographer's 
spools. The birds reached the office 
safely and the newspaper got its 
picture. 

On the night preceamg the groat 
Lantern Demonstration in Hibiya 
Park, Tokio, when two thousand Sal- 
vationists took part, a high wind 
swept the city, making the wooden 
houses creak, and causing the people 
to shiver. Japanese lanterns would 
haved fared badly in such weather, 
and so would an Open-air crowd, 
but, says LieuL.-CojnmissiDner Yama- 
muro, "We have prayed for good 
weather on this night, and God will 
give it!" When the General arrived 
in Tokio for the Civic Reception the 
air was as calm and warm as on a 
fine English summer evening. Not 
a lantern was i\i-ecked and not a per- 
son felt pindied up with the cold.

Officers are pre- 
pared for punctures from without, because they know they are on a 
rougli road; but an inside puncture is far worse even than these. Take 
care, Charlie, that you never become a loose spoke."

1 — ^The Various Versions 



THE BIBLES that are in common 
use in our homes to-day are the 
descendants of a number of 
earlier versions, some of which will 
be described in a later article. 

The Bible was originally written 
in two languages, Hebrew and 
Greek, many centuries before the invention of 
printing. During that period the text was copied 
and re-copied by many generations of scribes, 
for hundreds of years in the case of the New 
Testament, and for thou.sands of years in the 
case of tho Old Testament, In tbis process many 
variations naturally ciept in, and the original 
texts gradually became lost through the fortunes 
of war, fire, etc. As a result no original manu- 
script of the Scriptures has come down to our 
time. Indeed, we have none which includes even 
the major part of the Old Testament books that 
go back beyond the tenth century of our era, 
more than a thousand years after these books 
were written. 

The marginal readings with which we are 
familiar, testify not only to the different trans- 
lationB that ar« possible foi' a given text, but 
show also that there was considerable variety in 
the text itself. 'This is partly explained by the 
early form of the Hebrew writing, in which there 
was at one time no division between the words, 
while there were no vowels in use until some 
time between GOO and 900 A. D., the division into 
verses and chapters coming several centuries later. 

This would often render ujicertain the read- 
ing that was intended in a given place. If we 
had simply the three consonants BED, the word 







represented might be any of tho following, — 
bard, bird, brad, brad, bride, bored, etc. It might 
be tiiat more thaii one of these xvords would be 
appropriate for a gi\'en sentence, e. g., "the bird 
sang beautifully," or, "the bride sang beauti- 
fully". The context would often determine the 
word to be chosen. 

If we had a longer succession of consonants, 
BTRDLNG, we might read "better dealing", 
"but read long", or "battered long", according 
to the vowels chosen and the place of division 
between the consonants. Two passible readings 
might even be mutually contradictory. GDSNWHU 
eould be "God is now here", or "God is no- 
where". The variation between versions shows 
that this is what actually happened. In 1 Chron. 
17:10 the Greek version read certain consonants 
as one word, making the meaning "and 1 shall 
make thee great", while the Hebrew text, as re- 



flected in our versions, separated 
tlipm into two words, signifying, 
"Moreover, I tell thee". In Psalm 
IOC: 7, where the Hebrew has 
two words wliicli we translate "at 
the Ec:r', the Septuagint read one, 
to be translated "going up". There 
are many similar instances. 

Another set of cases indicates 
that tlie Bpribes Rometimes wrote from dictation, 
variations being due to the ear instead of the eye. 
There are two entirely different Hebrew words, 
one meaning "not", and the other "his" or "its", 
but both pronounced alike, "lo". The translations 
show that some .scribes wrote one word when 
the other was intended, just as we niiglit write 
"air" fnr "h.eir", if someone wore dictating to us. 
In Psalm 100: 3 tbe Authorized and the Revised 
Versions show the two possibilities, the transla- 
tions being respectively, "It is he that hath made 
us and not we ourselves", and "It is he that hatU 
made us and we nro his". 

These are some of the circumstances which 
have given us different translations of certain 
passages and different versions of the Bible as 
a whole. Most of the variations, however, are 
i-cl:itivcly unimportant. One biblical scholar 
declares that not one of them "affects an article 
of faith or a precept of duty which is not abun- 
dantly sustained by other and undoubted pas- 
sages, or by the whole tenor of Scripture 
reading."

IMPORTANT WOipS _ 

In singing, as in speaking, im- 
portant phrases in solos, quartets, 
choruses, and the like, require 
special treatment.

In 
every case the points of structure 
should be noted, and the phrases 
taken in a special manner. 

"Just ns 1 am," and "Nearer, my 
God, to Thee," are examples. Each 
Lime Lliia speuial line occuv3 it liiust 
be emphasized — it forma a key to 
the whole song. 



A WRITER in the ENGLISH 
REVIEW, in an article, "The 
Function of Wonls," . aptly 
shows the di£Eeronce between poetry 
and verse. Talcc such Hues as these 
from Woi-dswortli : 

"Poor Susan has pass'd by llie spot 

and has heard 
in the silence of morning the song of 
the bird. 
They can be analysed and dissected. 
The monosyllables and dissyllables 
can be counted, the metre balanced. 
the vowels appraised, the consonants 
compareu, tiiw iiiyuit: welslicd, the 
pauses and elisions measured. We 
cau discount something Cor the eji- 
dearing processes ot lamiliarity and 
sentiment. But all the literary scalpels 
in the world will not get one whit 
nearer deflning the power of the lines, 
simply because the power of the lines 
is definite. 

"The order oC the words is the order 
of daily speech: 'Poor Susan,' 'pass'd 
by the spot,' 'the song oC I he birii" 
are expressions In frequent daily use: 
if 'the silence of niorrinc' is not so 
current an expression it is becau.^e 
tew rise from their beds early enough 
to need it: hut it is very far from 
being an outre phrase. An extremely 
simple thought has been expressed in 
extremely simple language. Why is 
it poelry, and poetry of the highest 
order? 

"Matilda rode down to the shops In a 

tram 
To purchase some bacon and straw- 
berry Jam. 
"There is an equally simple state- 
ment expressed with equal simplicity. 



Why is this not poetry at all, but 
simply versa? Chiefly hecauae the 
theme is one which demands verse 
and not poetry. We are not really 
moved hy Matilda or her 
journey or her prospective 
purchases. We do not feel 
that she is sulllclently 
vital to demand auy HOH 
ot recognition or expres- 
sion. 

"The relationship of 
Susau to the bird, on the 
other hand, is ot a wholly 
different order: it is wlst- 
lul. mysterious, 'i'he words 
of the poet perform the 
miracle of laying open 
liis own heart, and of lay- 
ing open our hearts. 
Wordsworth, poor Su^an, 
and we ourselves are back 
for a moment in the days 
when man first attempted 
speech, wlien speech was 
an adventure, when, to 
put it quite plainly, man 
bad to speak or burst. 

"That's the appropriate country: 
there, man's thought, 
Rarer, intenser, 

Self.g.nthered for an outbreak, as It 

ciijnht, 

Chafea In the censer. 
I\lan had soctiething in him which had 
to Mme out, and it came out with the 
aptnesa and precision begotten ot 
necessity. His words were not only 
descriptions but actual creations. And 
so with Wordsworth: his words are 
words spolcen tor the first time In the 
history ot mankind."
